Te teams hoping to ebound from a oler-<oastes 2014-15 
season, nvihich they experienced plenty of highs and lows en route oa 15-17 overall ecord anda tie with 
Oklahoma State and ets for sixth piace in the Big 12 with an 8-10 mak The 1S wins were the fewest since the 
2005-06 season, snapping steak of eight consecutive seasons with at east 20 wins, while the 17 losses were 
the mos since 2002-03 Despite the record, there were a numberof positives froma year ago with seven wins 
cover eventual NCAA Tournament teams, including a weep of Sweet 16 bound Oklahoma, home wins oer No.8 
Kansas and No, 12owa State anda neutral sit victory over Purdue atthe Maui Itatonal 


Unde fourth-year head cach Bruce Weber, whose 62 wins aethe thi-most by a head coach in his frst three 
seasonsin choo history, K-State tums jut 25 percent ofits scoring (507 points, 23 pescet ofits fed goals 
attempted (458 attempts), 30 percent ofits rebounding (302 rebounds} and 32 percent ofits assists (132), Inall, 
Weber most eplace nine lettermen and four starters, inducing its top thee scores (Marcus Foster, Mino 
Williams and Thomas Gipson) adits toptworebounders (ison and Wiliams) fom 2014-15.The rio 
combined to lead the Wildcat in scoring in 28 of 32 games with SS double-digit scoring games. They scored 
1,052 ofthe teams 2,016 points (52.2 percent on 46.3 perent (354-of-76) shooting while Gipson and 
Wilasacounted fr neal thi ofthe rebounding total (323 rebounds). The squad als lost pont guards 
Nigel Johnson (5.2ppq, 1.7 apg and Jevon Thomas (45 ppg. 3.3 pq), who combined to start all 32 games 
aseason ago and were responsible fr 40 percent ofthe assis total (157 asst), 


Ofthesixretuning etermen, five have starting experience, including senior quad Justin Edwards (6.3 ppg 
5.3 rpq. and junior forward Wesley wun (58 pp, 35 rp). Edwards isthe Wildcats tp returner in bath 
scoring and steals (37), while lwundus the lading retumer in rebounding (108), asi (61), blocks (20) and 
‘minates (780). in addition, the squad returns senior forward Stephen Hurt (4.2 ppq, 28 pq), senior guard 
Brian Rohleder (0.1 ppg, 0.41pq.) and sophomore walk-on quard Mason Schoen. Eawards, Hurt and lwundy 
combined to play in 92 games year ago with 43 starts. The trios esposiblefor mor than 9 percent ofthe 
team’ returning points (505), field goals (184), rebounds (294) and assists (127) 


TheWildats also regain the services of junior forward DJ Johnson, who missed the entire 2014-15 season due 
toa foot injury Johnson, wha has played in 63 games with fv stars in his cree, has a cree 52.9 field goal 
perentageto go along with averages of 2.9 points and 30 rebounds per game. He averaged 3.5 points and 35 
Febounds pee game in 33 games with ve tarts as sophomore in 2013-14 


The returning lettermen are aided by 10 newcomers including seven scholarship players. This group is led by 
NJCAA Divison Fist Team Al-Amercan Care Ervin (Oahoma iy Okahoma/Connors State Colle) 
and freshmen Barry Brown (St Petersurg Fabs), Kamau Stokes Baltimore Ma/Fork Union Miltary 
Academy) and PARADE A-Americon and Kansas Basketball Dean Wade (St Joe, Kansas).

Weber and his coaching staff aso welcome several other newcomers, inuding junior wall-on transfers Austin 
Bude (eo, Kan Hutchison Community Colege and Zach Winter (Andover, Kon/Hutchinson Community 
College) and freshmen Ron Freeman (Los Angeles, Coit /Fture Prep) Isaiah Maurice (Durham, C/Bul ty 
rep), Plerson MAtee (Manhattan, Kan /Manhattan) and Dante Wiliams (rington,Teas/Bowe),

Backcourt 

Ervin, Stokes and Brown headline a rebuilt backcourt for the Wildcats, where only Edwards returns with any 
‘major Division | experience. Ervin and Stokes will share much ofthe responsibilities at the point guard spot with 
‘Winter adding some depth, Brown should spend much of his time as the team’s shooting guard, along with 
‘Edwards, who will go back and forth between shooting guard and the small forward spot.

From famed players such as Bob Boozer, Rolando Blackman, Mitch Richmond and Michael Beasley to legendary head coaches Jack Gardner, Fred ‘Tex’ Winter, 
Lowell Cotton’ Fitzsimmons and Jack Hartman, Kansas State has one of the nation’s proudest traditions in men’s basketball, The program was rated among top

K-State’ 28 trips to the NCAA Tournament rank among the Top 25 nationally, tying Utah and St.John’ for the 23rd-most in the nation, and are fourth among all 
Big 12 schools, trailing just Kansas (44), Texas (32) and Oklahoma (29) and just ahead of Oklahoma State (27) and West Virginia (26). The Wildcats have 33 victories in the 
NCAA Tournament dating back to its first appearance nearly 70 years ago in 1948 and includes four Final Fours (1948, 1951, 1958, 1964), 11 Elite Eights (1951,

Led by 2013 Big 12 Coach of the Year Bruce Weber, Kansas State enjoyed one of its greatest men’s basketball seasons in 2012-13, posting a 27-8 overall record and a 
14-4 mark in league play en route to their first-ever Big 12 regular-season championship and first conference title in 36 seasons.

Kansas State, which has led the Big 12 in graduation rate in four of the last eight years, scored record-high marks across the board in 2015 as all 16 teams met 
and exceeded the NCAA's Academic Progress Rate (APR) multi-year standard for the fifth straight year. The school earned APR Public Recognition distinction for 
women's volleyball and men’s golf and men’s and women’s cross country after posting multi-year APRs inthe top 10 percent of all squads in each sport. The 
Academic Progress Rate measures the eligibility, retention and graduation of student-athletes competing on every Division I sports team and also serves asa 
predictor of graduation success. The Division | Board of Director set cut scores of 930 (multi-year) and 900 (out of 1,000) asa threshold for teams to meet or face possible 
sanctions. The men’s basketball team scored a .980 to soar past the standard after raising its multi-year score by 100 points over the last eight years. During this 
span, K-State has seen 23 of 24 student-athletes earn their degrees, including all 10 players to complete their eligibility under head coach Bruce Weber.

The Big 12 has established a consistent level of national success onthe field and in the classroom as it enters its 20th season in 2015-16. Since it began play in 1996-97, 
the Conference can boast $4 national championships and 587 individual NCAA titles. The success continued during the 2014-15 season, as Texas claimed its fith 
national championship in men's swimming and diving while three others -lowa State in women's cross country, Oklahoma in men’s tennis and Baylor in women’ golf - 
finished as NCAA runners-up. Seventy percent of the league advanced to bowl games with two teams (Baylor and TCU) playing in the College Football Playoff New Year's 
Bowls, while TCU made the Big 12's 19th appearance in the baseball College World Series.

He became just the tind first-year coach to win the Big 12 regular season since the 
leagues inception in 1997, while his 7 wins were the tird-most bya rookie head coach in conference histor. The team advanced tothe NCAA Tournament for 
the 27th ime and received its thind-highest seed —No. Ain the West Regional —since the NCAA began seeding teams in 1979.
